L. Review of Intelligence Product by the PSC 


The PEC met two (2) times during Fy 1964. ‘The activities of the P&C 
were directed tos the review of the research programs of member agencies for 
FY 64 end 65; the preparation of a PSC - Working Paper on the consumption of 
petroleum by the Military Services of the Communist Countries; the review of 
related intelligence product of member agencies; and the informal adoption of 
uniform nomenclature for the composition of Communist Countries.

State and AID, DIA, Interior, NSA, the Defense Fuel Supply Center of 
DoD, and CIA have continued their active participation with PSC. Hone of the 
Military Services of DoD were represented or participated in the PSC during 
F¥ 64. he sizable volume of economic information avalleble from Communist 
Countries has made the development and coordination of intelligence product 
by PSC menbers less complicated. As has been the situation in recent ycars, | 
the P&C has not been called upon to prepare, contribute to, or coordinate 
any estimates or positions for the EIC, the USIB, or any of their menbers. 
Although the P&C was lesa active then in carlicr years, it continued to serve 
88 a useful medium for exchanging information on the activities of member 
agencies end on the intelligence that is avelleble. 
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
